INTERFACE CARD FIXTURE FOR A COMPUTER SYSTEM 


ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A fixture assembly for securing a card in a computer includes a computer chassis 
with at least one slot opening and a window above the slot opening. A card is installed in 
the computer so that an external interface of the card matches up with a slot opening in the 
chassis, and an extension of a bracket attached to the card protrudes through the window. 
To secure the card in place, a clamp is attached over the window, where the clamp includes 
one or more outward folds to press against the extension of the bracket. The card's bracket 
may further extend through openings in the bottom of the chassis to improve the securing 
of the card. 
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
